A Proclamation for the better diſcouery and preuention of Bur- 
glaries, Robberies, and other Frauds and abuſes, and for the ſuppreſsing of all 
ſecret and vnlawfull practiſes of Retayling Brokers, and others 

which may occaſion the ſame. - 


Hereas the ſeeret Pawning, or Selling of Goods vniuſtly gotten, 


to Brokers, Bꝛoggers, Huckſters, and others reſiding in and neere 
the Citics of London and Weltminiter, and the Eiberties thereof; and 
/fey their venting of ſuch goods to others in like manner, hath beene ob- 
= | (cruced to bee the Ground and Nurſerte of Burglaries, Robberics, 
Felonies, and Frauds, Which the care of fozincr times Hath becne 
| ſtudious to refozine and pꝛeuent: And to that end ſeuerall Actes 
i; of Common Councell haue beene heretokoze made, by the Loꝛd Ma- 
io aud Commons ok the Citie of Lo don; ànd an Office of Regiſtry 
i fo2 that purpoſc erected in the Citie of London, in the time ofthe Keigne 
of the late Qucene of famous memory, QueencEciza BETA, Which 
hath been ſince alſo conficmed by Our moſt deare and Ropall Father of bleſſed memoꝛp, King 
laMEs, Who finding the neceſſity thereof, and the benefit likely to groWwe thereby, was aract- 
ouſly pleaſed allo to erect the like Office of Regiſtry in the Citie of Wel.muniter koꝛ the ſame pur⸗ 
pole, vnto both which (beeing now reduced into one intire Office, ) Wee , by Our Letters 
Patents, dated the twentich day of Auguſt, in the fifth peere of Our Veigne, hauc like wile giuen 
Dur Royall confirmation. 

And fo2 the better dilconery and refo2ination of the ſayd abuſes, haut appointed certaine Re- 
giſters of the ſavd Office, vnto whom and their Deputies, at luch places and times as they (hall 
appoint , all ſuch Brokers. Bꝛoggers, Huchſters, and others are to haue retourſe, and to regt— 
{ter weekely by way of duplicate, all ſuch Goods as they o2 any of them ſhall buy oz take to 
pawne, together with a true deſcription thereof, and of ſuch perſons of whom they retcemed 
them, and foꝛ the true perfozinance thereof are to enter Bond, as thereby eis cemoyned: Which 
courſes, neuertheleſſe ſo already taken foꝛ pꝛeuention of Felonies and other abuſes haue not pꝛo⸗ 
duced ſuch effect, as from thence was expected, but till the deſire of vntawfull gaine hath found 
meanes (in ſome ul diſpoſed perſons) to euade from the fame, | 

Wee therefoꝛe, foꝛ the moꝛe full, effectuall aud perfect refozmation , and ſuppꝛeſſion of all the 
ſayd offcnces and other p:actiſes, and foꝛ the better execution of the ſapd Office, and the puniſh- 
ment of all ſuch as ſhallneglect the ſame, doe by, and with the aduice of the Bight Horourable 
the Loꝛds and others of Our Pzute Counccll, publiſh and declare Our Vopall Will and plca 


ſure to bee. | 


And Wee doe Hereby ſrraitly charge and command all and euerp retapling B2okers, Bꝛog⸗ 
gers, Huckſters, oz ſuch other perſons inhabiting oꝛ reſiding within the Cities of London and 
weltminſter, oethe Tiberties thereof, and within two miles compaſle of the ſame, and which 
(al keep any Shop 92 Koome, foꝛ the buying oꝛ taking to pawne ok any Plate, Jewels, Goods, 
Wares, £2erchandizes, Appaccll, Bouſhoid-ſtuffe, Gookes, Bedding, Remnants and Ends of 
Silkes, Ueluets, 02 of Lumen oz Woollen Cloth, oz ſuch wares o2 tommodities, to ſell againe : 
02 hall vic to buy,o2 take to pawne any ſuch Goods to ſell againe : That they and euery of them 
(hall befoze they pꝛeſume to kecpe a Bzokers Shop, oz intermeddle in the buying o2 taking to 
pawnec of any ſuch Goods become bound by O'[tgationin the lumme of one hundꝛed pounds, 
to bee taken by the laid Regiſters, oz one of them, their Oeputie o2 Deputies atcoꝛding as is it- 
mited in the laid Letters Patents, and Acts of Common Co..nccil. 

And Our further will and plealure is, That if anp Bonds already centred into, by any ſuch 
Retaylers, be dekectiue in Law, o2 come ſhoꝛt fo: the pertoꝛming the matters bekoze eniopned 
to be done by them, That then new Bonds of the penal y afozeſapd, be fooꝛthwith entred into 
by cuery luch Ketapler, in n anner atozcſayd, toꝛ the pertozmance of all and ſingular the pꝛemil⸗ 
les, attoꝛding to the Tenoꝛ of the lapd Letters Dateiics: All which matters, Our will and 
pleaſure is, and Pee ſtrauly charge and command be ducly oblerued and perfozmed i a!l things 
betoꝛe expꝛeſſed, by all ſuch whomit doeth o2 map concernc , vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure 
and indignation, and vpon ſuch further Paines, Penalties and Fozfeitures, as foz ſuch dilobedi⸗ 
cute 02 conteinpt therein, (hall o2 map bee impoled bpon them and cuery of them. 

And fo2 that end and purpoſe Our further will and pleaſure is, and Wee doe herebpeerpꝛeſip 
require, charge and command Our Attournep Sencrall foz the time being, and tron e ume 
time, as there (hall bee occaſton vpon complaint to him made, to pꝛoteede in Dur high Court vi 
Starrechamber, o in anp other courſe oꝛ Legail wap againſt ſuch offenders, and fo2 the due pu- 
niſhment of all and encry offences, and negligentes in the execution of che pꝛemilſes, as to Hur 
ſaid Attourney Gene rall foꝛ the time being ſhall ſeeme micete. | 

And Wee doe further Hereby cxpeelly require, charge, and command all Mato:s, Sheriffes, 
Juſtites of the Peace, Conſtables, Magiſtrates and miniſters of Juſtice whatloeuer to ayde and 
Alliſt all and cuery the laid Regiſters, and their Deputie o2 Deputics, in the due execution of tie 
ſayd ductics and Offices, foꝛ the better diſcoucring , lipp:clling, and puniſhing of all ſuch Ok⸗ 
fences and Ockenders, as akozeſapd.
